NEWPOBT PBIVATEEIiS. 


[for th6 Kcwa.] 


In 1745 two large ships woro built aud 


fitted out from Newport,B. I., ns privateers. 
They were intended to cruise in company on 
tho Spanish Main. They mounted 22 guns 
each and were commanded ono by Capt. 
Brower nnd tho other by Capt. Cranston. 
They nailed on tho 24th of December nt tbo 
commencement of a northeast snow storm 
which increased with great violence during 
tho next day. These ships were never heard 
.from after sailing, nnd tbo only conjecture 
that could bo formed was, that they must 
have come in collision with each other 
during the thick enow storm, and gone 
down with nil on board. These ships were 
fitted out, and principally owned, by Gol. 
Godfrey Halboru, and the loss wag con- 
sidered ouo of the greatest calamities thst 
ever befell the town. Besides the loss of 
property, upwards of four hundred lives 
were sacrificed aud nearly two hundred 
women became widows. In 17CO Capt. 
Dennis 
was selcclcd lo command Hie 


privateer Fay of 18 guns and ISO men. This 
vessel sailed on the 22d of August 17,10 for 
the purpose of annoying tho Spanish com- 
merce nnd was never heard from after sail- 
ing.

An L'aster (Story. 


Iu j^hady comer of n bot-ljouso there 


lived a motherly old violet, surrouudec! hy 
her children. Their homo was a rough, 
moas-covered flowerpot, which sho did her 
best to cover und adorn, by haugiug over R 
(mrtalu of glossy, poiuted leaves, aud plso- 
ing her little ones where they could be beat 
seen and admired.
